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Honorifics Explained 





Throughout the Del Rey Manga books, you will find Japanese honorifics left 
intact in the translations. For those not familiar with how the Japanese use 
honorifics, and, more important, how they differ from American honorifics, 
we present this brief overview. 

Politeness has always been a critical facet of Japanese culture. Ever 
since the feudal era, when Japan was a highly stratified society, use of 
honorifics—which can be defined as polite speech that indicates relationship 
or status—has played an essential role in the Japanese language. When 
addressing someone in Japanese, an honorific usually takes the form of a 
suffix attached to one’s name (example: “Asuna-san”), as a title at the end 
of one’s name, or in place of the name itself (example: “Negi-sensei” or 
simply “Sensei!”). 

Honorifics can be expressions of respect or endearment. In the context 
of manga and anime, honorifics give insight into the nature of the relationship 
between characters. Many translations into English leave out these important 
honorifics and therefore distort the feel of the original Japanese. Because 
Japanese honorifics contain nuances that English honorifics lack, it is our 
policy at Del Rey not to translate them. Here, instead, is a guide to some of 
the honorifics you may encounter in Del Rey Manga. 


-San: This is the most common honorific and is equivalent to Mr., 
Miss, Ms., or Mrs. It is the all-purpose honorific and can be 
used in any situation where politeness is required. 


-Sama: This is one level higher than “-san” and is used to confer great 
respect. 


-10N0: = This comes from the word “tono” which means “lord.” It is an 
even higher level than “-sama” and confers utmost respect. 


-kun: This suffix is used at the end of boys’ names to express 
familiarity or endearment. It is also sometimes used by men 
among friends, or when addressing someone younger or of a 
lower station.

This is used to express endearment, mostly toward girls. It is 
also used for little boys, pets, and even among lovers. It gives 
a sense of childish cuteness. 


This is an informal way to refer to a boy, similar to the English 
terms “kid” and “squirt.” 


This title suggests that the addressee is one’s senior in a group 
or organization. It is most often used in a school setting, where 
underclassmen refer to their upperclassmen as “sempai.” It 
can also be used in the workplace, such as when a newer 
employee addresses an employee who has seniority in the 
company. 


This is the opposite of “sempai,” and is used toward 
underclassmen in school or newcomers in the workplace. It 
connotes that the addressee is of a lower station. 


Literally meaning “one who has come before,” this title is used 
for teachers, doctors, or masters of any profession or art. 


This is usually forgotten in these lists, but it is perhaps the most 
significant difference between Japanese and English. The 
lack of honorific means that the speaker has permission to 
address the person in a very intimate way. Usually, only fam- 
ily, spouses, or very close friends have this kind of permis- 
sion. Known as yobisute, it can be gratifying when someone 
who has earned the intimacy starts to call one by one’s name 
without an honorific. But when that intimacy hasn't been 
earned, it can be very insulting.

Translation Notes 





Japanese is a tricky language for most Westerners, and translation is often 
more art than science. For your edification and reading pleasure, here are notes 
on some of the places where we could have gone in a different direction in our 
translation of the work, or where a Japanese cultural reference is used. 





PAGE 8, SHIIIIN JIIII 


These are the classic sounds of a lazy summer day in Japan. The “shiliin” is the 
loud, inescapable sound that the cicadas make in both the city streets and the 
countryside. The “jiii/” is the figurative sound of silence, “made” when everything 
in the scene has come to a standstill. It is the symbolic equivalent of crickets 
chirping in Western comedies. 





) PAGE 10, OFFICE LADY/OL 


Office ladies are the stereotypical female office workers of 
Japan. Even in many companies now, OLs often perform the 
most menial clerical work. While they are at the bottom of the 
totem pole at the Japanese workplace, they still have slightly 
more prestige than high school students with part-time jobs. 


PAGE 10, NARU-BOU 


The monk Houshou Takigawa calls Kazuya Shibuya 
by the nickname “Naru-bou.” As explained in the 
beginning of the book, almost everyone calls Shibuya 
“Naru” (short for “narcissist”). Takigawa adds the suffir 
“-bou” (monk or priest), similar to how other people 
call Takigawa “Bou-san” (“Monk-san”). 








PAGE 17, YOU CAN SIT BACK 


In traditional settings, Japanese people are supposed to sit down by kneeling on their 
lower legs. Many young people (and older people who won't admit to it) can’t do this 
without their legs going numb, so they prefer to sit cross-legged instead. 








PAGE 28, TIGER AND DRAGON 


Tigers and dragons are time- 

honored polar opposites in many 

Asian mythologies. Tigers represent the 
passive yin half of existence, while dragons 
represent the assertive yang half. 








PAGE 28, UNDERAGE 





In Japan, children are considered minors and can't marry without 
parental consent until they turn twenty. 


PAGE 35, -NIISAN 





Nii, when coupled with any honorific (such as -san or —sama), can 

mean that the addressee is an older sibling or simply an older sibling-like 
figure. When addressing a male, it is pronounced “knee-san.” When 
addressing a female it is pronounced “neigh-san” (neigh as in 

the sound a horse makes).

1185. It pitted the Minamoto clan against the Taira clan for control of Japan’s throne. 
(The kanji for Minamoto and Taira can be pronounced as “Genji” and “Heike.”) 


PAGE 129, YOUNG MASTER 





Wakadana or “young master” 

is the title given to the heir of a 
household by his hired help. It's 
similar to how the butler Alfred 
calls his boss “Master Bruce” in 
the Batman stories. 





PAGE 134, TOHACHI,

Tohachi is another way of 
saying juuhachi or “eighteen” 
in Japanese.
